Who’s Who in the Cast 


MAURICE EVANS (Victor). In 1960, 
Mr. Evans celebrated his twenty-fifth 
year on the American stage, having first 
appeared opposite Katherine Cornell as 
Romeo and as the Dauphin in “Saint 
Joan.” A star of London’s Old Vic, he 
was invited to make his debut in the 
United States by Guthrie McClintic. On 
Broadway he first lighted up the sky in 
the title role of “Richard IT’, which had 
not been seen in New York in half a 
century, and went to achieve further 
fame with his memorable production of 
the uncut version of “Hamlet”. He also 
appeared]in “Henry IV, Part) I” as iiKale 
staff, and as Malvolio in “Twelfth Night”, 
he co-starred with Helen Hayes in the 
Theatre Guild production. Then came 
“Macbeth” in which his co-star was Judith 
Anderson as Lady Macbeth. 

Already a United States citizen, he 
enlisted in the Army and served for three 
years in World War II, chiefly in the 
Pacific, where he headed a unit that pro- 
duced sixty musicals, plays, and variety 
shows for GI audiences in advanced bases. 
The Army decorated him with the Legion 
of Merit for his services. On his return 
to civilian life, Mr. Evans played in his 
“GI Hamlet”, and subsequently starred 
in “Man And Superman”, “The Brown- 


ing Version”, “The Devil’s Disciple”, “Dial 
M For Murder’, “The Apple Cant ; 
“Heartbreak House”, “The Aspern Papers”, 
and in 1962-63 he toured with Helen Hayes 
in “Shakespeare Revisited—A program 
For Two Players’. On television, he set 
new standards of excellence with his pro- 
ductions for Hallmark. His color film of 
“Macbeth” with Judith Anderson was 
produced in Scotland and England and 
has been shown twice by NBC-TV. This 
production received the TV Emmy Award 
in six different categories in 1961. It has 
since been released as a major film. 

As a producer of plays in which he did 
not star, Mr. Evans presented two of this 
generation’s most successful comedies, 
“The Teahouse of the August Moon” and 
“No Time For Sergeants”. In films he 
starred in “Kind Lady”, “Gilbert and 
Sullivan”, “Androcles And the Lion”, and 
the aforementioned “Macbeth”. Although 
“Tenderloin” marked Mr. Evans’ musical 
comedy debut in the United States, he 
once appeared at London’s Theatre Royal 
Drury Lane in “Ball At The Savory”, 
adapted by the late Oscar Hammerstein 
II. Ag honorary director of the Drama 
Seasons at the New York City Center, 
Mr. Evans produced a number of notable 
revivals which helped put that civic in-
